Tlio roadci's of tiiis jonrnal niaj' ro- 
menibor how, both boforp and Hiiu.'o Con- 
fuclm'afion, wo sought to imjiroHstho I'Y'd- 
unil autliorities with tlio iinpoi'tanco of 
promptly inaugurating a thorough Indian 
policy in this Province. The Indians, 
although not oven tho "half-eduontod 
politicians" so severely adverted to by a 
former Governor, were by no means una- 
ware of the fact that some important 
change in tho sovereignty of the country 
was taking place; and they watched cnro- 
fnlly to SCO how they were to be aft'octcd 
by that oluuigo. Thoro woronot wanting 
thoso of lighter skin who, either from 
morbid antipathy to ovorything Canadian 
or becauso thoy honestly disbelieved, led 
these people to regard Coufedoration 
with an unfavorable eye. There were, on 
the other hand, thoso who, drifting to an 
opposite extreme, taught "poor Lo" to 
expect too much. Under these ciroum- 
Btiinces the Bed man watched with anxie- 
ty not free from suspicion for the ina"ng- 
nration of the new system and its results. 
He watched and waited long— is still wait- 
ing! But he leails not puticnth/. There 
have been recent rumors of Indian trou- 
bles. Thoso rumors aro not all l oniauco; 
neither are thoy all truth. There is 
enough of truth to demand prompt action 
if not to justify alarm. Ever sinco Bri- 
tish Columbia became a Province of tho 
Dominion the Indians have been put otT 
with promises, made apparently only to 
bo broken; and to break fLutli with them 
is a serious a£fair — an almost irreparable 
error. It is quite certain that the In- 
dians, as a whole, are not "well content- 
ed." The exact reverse is true. In some 
instances they are in a state of actual and 
absolute revolt. The Cowichans, for in- 
stance, are, and have been for months, set- 
ting law and authority at ilofianoo, and 
aro threatening avert acts of violence. 
Having lost all confidence in thoso upon 
whom the administration of tho law de- 
volves, they have to a certain extent tak- 
en the law into their own hands. With 
something like six hundred fighting men, 
tho Cowichans are said to making very 
comploto arrangements for concer- 
ted attack and general plunder. 
How far this is true wo do not pretend lo 
flecide; but we have no hesitation in as- 
serting that there is enough of truth in 
it to alarm the settlers and claim the im- 
mediate attention of the Government. It 
would not bo right to blame tho ])resont 
administration for tlio sins and shortcom- 
ings of a former or.o; nor do wo pretend 
to say that 'Sir. Mackenzie has been long 
on«ugh in oflico to share any ])art of tho 
blame. But it has occurred to us that 
the presence of it special and confidential 
agent afTords a lifting opjiortunity for 
calling attention to the sniiject. Upon 
the old homely principle that "a stitch 
in time .saves nine," tlu! unwisdom of do- 
lay must 1)0 ob-\'i()ns. Jn tiiis matter do- 
lay may bo fraufilit wilh untold dan- 
ger, and wo would earnestly appeal to 
Mr. Mackenzie througli his agent now 
amongst us to grapple promptly and 
«arneotly with this Indian dillicuUy 
while still in the ljud.

How Yalo ''Went For" one of ItsrEm 
Pea Pee's. 

Tho recoiit mooting at YiiIg wiifi called 
by Mr. llobinsou, who aoii^^ht by liis pei>- 
Biiiisivo eloquunco to obtain ii rovorsul of 
the vote of wiint of conlideuco oxpressoci 
in him and his colloaguoa u fow diiys pi-o- 
vioiisly. As Mr. Kobinsoa is kuowu as 
one of tho least loquacious of thia' "Silent 
Brigade," wiio put their thumbs up or 
do\vn|ivt Little Tony's bidding, wo nre rii- 
ther surprised to hear from tlie report 
that when addro.-^sing his constituents ho 
managed to speak for half an hour in do- 
funeo of his course in voting to lireak the 
Terms of Union. Ho said ho would sup- 
port the QoTornmentmeosiire even against 
the unanimous wish of his constituents, 
that there wore i;ot .six who signed tho 
j)etition of n()n-conti(k!nce wliolcnew what 
tiioy woie doing, and thai if evoiy elec- 
tor in tlio District u.skod liini to resign 
liis .seat ho wouUhi't ih) it. Having got 
into that framo of iniud which the gods 
are said to put men into ere they destroy 
them, he resumed his aeat "amidst (the 
report says) profound lUeiice," as a mark 
of oourto^y, we suppose, towarda tho "Si- 
lent Brigade." 

Mr. Ii. IJouglus endeavored to smooth 
tho nnilllod pluniagii of tlio irate niomber 
by informing him that tho resolutions 
meant nothing, personal; they were only 
an expression of the politicalsentiment of 
the District. Dr. McInne^^ i)i)\vorfully 
and eloquently condemned many of tlie 
votes of Mr. Itobinson in tho House. 

Mr. W. 11. Macdouald next udyancod 
and in tho coui'so of a powerful aud over- 
■\vholming ."ipeech deuouuued the Govern- 
ment, arraigned the Yale memhers for 
their subserviency to the Government 
measures and gave Mr. Eobinson a tre- 
laoiidous "keelhauling" for his assurance 
in defying his conatituonts, which, ho 
said, boat that of Lady Spanker in tho 
comedy of "London Assurance." Mr. 
Macdonald was very severe on the Gov- 
eriuncnt jiroposition to break tho Terms 
of Union, and claimed that they wore 
really defeated by the passage of tho sav- 
ing clause and, ns honorable men, should 
have resigned. The Yale members had 
actually voted against Mr. Mara's amend- 
ment to refer tho measure to the electors 
of tho District! "Mark that! They 
vo ed against that important bill being 
submitted to the people! Now, I have 
been in favor of the (.tovernmont bor- 
rowing 5500,000, say at 5 per cent., the 
yearly interest on which would bo i325,- 
000. Wo have §47,000 yearly on tho 
$945,000; wa ooald have paid the foreign 
interest out of this omount, and have 
still a bonus of S23,000, and would not 
have bad to interfere -with tli;' Turins of 
Union; we could have created a sinking 
fund, and in 25 or thirty yi:ar.s cancelled 
the debt. With the igoOO.UOO wo would 
have been enabled to open up roads 
throughout tho country to tho sea-board, 
ao that farmer.^ and others could get con- 
veniently to a market, if it was found 
noces.sary to impose a tax, all wouhl be 
in a po.-.ition to cheerfully jiay it. Sir, 
Yale has spoken; our verdict iias gone 
•over tho land, from the shores of the 
Eacifio to the Rooky Mountains, our 
views cover broader fields, and looking to 
grander results, than tho narrov/ and 
•weak policy of tho (ioveruniont, and in 
tho end we will bo victorious. Wo want 
our rights, our whole rights, and iu know- 
ing them dare maintain llioni." 

Mr. Pleaco said, that after tho §250,000 
had bean expended on the dry dock, he 
wanted to know whore the balance of the 
jnoney was to oomo from to coMi[)leto tho 
dock.' Ho understood Mr. Kobinson tos;ay 
that the money was to be taken from the 
Sy-15,()0() which he was ojjposcd to; if not 
liow did the (lovernnieut jiroposo to 
finish il'f Mr. Kobiuson naid they were 
(.'('t ?;.'50,000 from England to linish it; 
but he iioubled it very mucii. The Eng- 
lish Governiuent had not pledged them- 
selve.s to do anything' of tho kind. 

Mr. M. Wolfo would bog to state for tho 
information of Mr. liobinson that evcrj 
one who signed tho resolutions that wore 
handed to him know what they were sign 
jng, :'.nd ho considd-r^d it an insult t(J this 
iueeting fur Mr. I'lol dnsi .n to niako such 
remarks, and that ho could prove to the 
contrary. 

Mr. McC^uarrio mado a fo\v remarks 
and so closed the memorable meeting 
without even a vote of thanks to the mem- 
ber, or a resolution in his favor.

SIR JOHN IIETIRES-OUR ME31- 
BEKS' POSITION! 



Ottawa (Ont.), March 27.— Sir John 
A. Macdonald has formally resigned tho 
leadership of tho Opposition. Dr. Tnp- 
por will probably succeed him. 

Tho Go-ornor-Goneral, in his speech 
in Parliament to-day, called attention tg 
a coupidoration of a plan for tho more 
spoody completion of the Canadian Paoi- 
fic, Kailroad. 

Tho receipts of the Government for 
the current year will not meet esijonses 
and Parliament is asked to sujiply the de- 
licioncy. 

Tho British Columbian members (with 
ono exception) have taken seats on the 
Independent benches. 

The Government has a large majority. 

MiLiTAKv Mattehs. — As a result of 
training troops to arms of precision what 
are called "shock tatics," have given way 
to "lire tactics;" that id, hand to hand 
encounters between bodies of armed men 
havo been roi)lacod by ongageniont.s at 
long distances with accurate, rapid and 
destructive lire.

Viewed in this light, what 
more out of placo and out of kooping 
with our remodelled tactics than tho uu- 
wioldly military bauds with their ])ouder- 
ous instruments with which oflicora of 
tho old type love to ornament our light 
infantry? What mora useless than dril- 
ling at tho shw when eyes, tongues and 
oars of ofTicers and men should bo train- 
ed to seize, as it were, tho required evo- 
lution in ••the nick of time," to order it 
and to oiecute it all at the douhl,-. It re- 
quire."! long, patient and systematic train- 
ing in the "gymnastic step" for tho men 
to acquire that ease and freedom of play 
for thoir lungs called "good wind," with- 
out which it is impoBsiblo to move trooi)s 
rapidly and keep them fresh and "well 
in hand," to obtain from them good skir- 
mishing with accuracy of aim.

The 'Wreck. — The lug Grappler and H 
j\I.S. Boxer found the wreck (before de- 
sci-ibed in these columns) Heating about 
eight miles from Cape I'l^ittery and fmir 
miles oil' tho shure.

\ The Discovery of Mount 

\ Sinai. 

I [rroiii tint ^'<■^v• y,'i-_ i;v<iiiii(?i'obi.] 
T'liD recent cable dospatch announcing 
tliiit the celebrated t'.aveller, Dr. CliarloH 
Boko, had discovered Mount Sinai, has 
excited a lively interest in tho soientilie 
nnd religious circles. Tho information 
sent was however but vague, and further 
details will be recoivcd with gratifica- 
tion. 

Tho true locution of Jlount Sinai has 
long been a iiiattoi' of discussion, liobiii- 
son and Dean Stanley have both debated 
the question at Icuglli in their respaetivo 
works wilhout coiniDgto any dofinito de- 
cision. Tho Dean, wo believe, doscrilics 
u mountain on tho sido of wliioli is n ro- 
iiiarkahlo plateau, v,-liereon n vast crowd 
iiii;;"lit liav(i asseuiblod, and yet huvo been 
within tho hearing of 0110 man's voice, i\a 
tho tribes of Israel svero within that of 
Mosea. Other writersaud travellers also 
doscribod a mouutaip with a timilar for- 
niiititjii. Indeed, dilVm-ont authorities 
Mieiitioiiod 110 fewer than five iiistinet 
|ieaks for which is claimed tho honor of 
being tho true IMoiint Sinai. This iiaiiio 
in the original Hebrew simjily means 
"jagged, or abounding in clefts" and tliu 
mountain itself is generally conceded to 
beono of tho ponks of that range or group 
of hills known as "Horeb." 

Dr. Belie has for imuiy years hi^cu par- 
ticularly interested in iSlount Sinai. Be- 
fore ho gave to tho world las woll-knowii 
work, "Mount Sinai a \ oloano," it was 
generally supposed that tho "Mount of 
God" was botweon the Red Soa nnd the 
Gulf of Akaba. Ho took another view of 
the case, and in his; old ago has niako a 
last successful efl'iul to settle this point. 

11 was seveut^'-th reo years old whiiii in 
IJcoemlior last ho starle<l on an ox[jedition 
doslined to settlo tho doubts which still 
hovored around the subject of Mount 
Sinai. He found warm friends to holp 
him on his way. Tho Khedivo of Egypt 
gave him the iiso of a steamor, and many 
eminent Eiiglisluneii, iiiclinliiig Baron 
Lionel ilo liot liscli ilil. Sir W. C. Tro- 
velyun and others, .^lded in providing tho 
necessary funds. Dr. Boko maintained 
in his published works that Sinai was an 
extinct volcano, situated on the west side 
of tho Akabian desert, and east of tho Gulf 
of Akaba and tho Keil Sea. Wo believe 
than lienaii, in accrouiiling for the terrors 
of .Sinai, as they are described in Holy 
Writ, llippanlly attributes llio pheno- 
mena which nccom])ained tho Laiuliiig 
down of the tablets of tho law to volca- 
nic action; for which theory he might, it 
is true, refer to Dr. Boko for a sort of 
Y'"(vi support. V,'o may add hero that 
Dr. Hiibscli, the oiuiueiit Jewish ]n'caoher 
in this city, muiiitaiiis in his Iccturos 
that the thunders and lightuiuga about 
Mount Sinai nt tho time of this Divino 
manifestation 'were not nt all miraculous, 
hut only suoh phenomena as aro of com- 
mon occurrence in tho locality. Tho 
average biblical reader has boon taught 
lo think dill'd'ontly, .niid to consider the 
awful scene as a suiiernatural ono. Tho 
record in tho twentieth chapter of Exo- 
dus is as follows: — 

IC. And it camo to puss on the third 
<lay in the morning that there were thun- 
ders and lightnings, and a thick cloud 
upon the mount, niul tlie voice of tho 
trumpet ovceeding loud ; so that all the 
people that was in tho camp trembled. 

1 7 . And Moses bi-ought forth tho peo- 
ple ont of tho cainp to moot with God; 
ami they stood on tho nothor iiart of the 
mount. 

18. And Moviiit Sinai was altogothm- 
on 11 smoko, because the Lord descended 
upon it in lire: aiul the smoko thereof ac- 
<;eiided as the smoke of a furnace, and 
tho whole mount qiiak'jd greatly. 

So, after Moses went up the Mount and 
— "returned all glnwing from the pre- 
sence of his God," 

nnd the Ten ( 'ommnnd ments woro pro- 
claimed, tbo inspired narrator adds: 

And all the peoi)lo saw tho tlnindcr- 
ings, and the noiso of tho lrum])et, and 
the mountain smoking; and wlioii'|llie 
people saw i! they removed and stood 
afar olV: 

Tho whole Christian and Jewish world 
in interested in the identification of the 
spot where this snblimo scene was wit- 
nessed , and Dr. Ijtdie's researches whl 
i:oiiiniaiid iiiiiviMsal alleiilion. Thecablo 
dosjiatcli says that tho o.Npedilion j)lacea 
the holy iiioiiiitain at "a day's journey 
iiorUieast of the villago of Akabii, Arabia, 
at au altitude of five thousand feet above 
the j^level of. the sea." This would ho 
about wlicro ho had always maintainod 
tiiat it existed. It is added that he dis- 
covered and copied some Sinaitio in- 
scriptions. 

A iiiovemont is on foot for a jMiblio 
snbscriidiou to Dr. Boko. It was started 
nt Nico, whore tho great explorer took up 
his residence last winter, and has been 
pushed oil by friends in Gonova and 
Paris. Ill Ijomlon a coiuniittoo has been 
formed io jirocure .'•ul)s<'ripti(i!is; and it 
is proposed to present tbo veteran trav 
ellor with u te.'-timonial in recognition of 
his merits a.s a pi u clical and soiontiflc 
geogriipher and o\j>h)rer. and a biblical 
si:holar. Tiiis tost im m ial was de-.-ised 
before tho brilliant results of tli(! ])refieiit 
(ixpe(lili(jii were iiiiide known. Jt now 
become:! doubly incuiubont u[i<ui the 
friends of .seionco and biblical learning to 
recognize the services of this distiii- 
guiahod man ; and ourown Geographical 
Society will [irobably feel impollod to ex- 
pro.sa in souio wny its appreciation of 
Dr. Boko's great and crowning dis- 
covery.
